A better public understanding and 
appreciation of the needs and problems 
of our American industries is conceded 
on every side to be one of the Impor­ 
tant national requirem ents for the de­ 
velopment of our future industrial 
prosperity. 
Few’ people seem to u n ­ 
derstand th a t the m ajority of our busi­ 
ness men are fair minded, reasonable 
beings, legitimately engaged in the de­ 
velopment of our economic resources. 
In the opinion of our business lead­ 
ers this m isunderstanding leads the 
public, through the legislators, Into 
thoughtless and unnecessary acts of 
reprisal against all branches of Indus­ 
try, which are often Inimical to the 
best interests of their own community. 
To cure this lam entable condition it is 
first essential that a closer degree of 
co-operative action for the common 
good 
be 
established 
between 
em ­ 
ployees and employers. 
The first step 
iu this direction is to eliminate the 
selfish, destructive agitator. This hap­ 
py event would greatly facilitate a 
general get together spirit among em ­ 
ployers and workers. 


The Work T hat Men Do. 
T he nation is confronted with more 
work than ever before—ships to build, 
factories to enlarge, railways to com­ 
plete, new foreign business to be a t­ 
tracted and help to be extended to the 
unfortunates on the other side. There 
are ab o u t30,000.000inen at w prk;if they 
W’ork ten hours a day that is 300,000,* 
000 hours a day or 00,000,000,000 hours 
a year. If they work eight hours it Is 
74.880.000.000. or a difference of 18,- 
720.000.000 hours a year. 
At eight 
hours a day this m eans that about 
7,400.000 more men m ust be employed 
to do the work th a t could be done by 
the 30.00aoo<>. ami where are they to 
come from? 
D uring the past year there has been 
a unified and standardized banking cur­ 
rency system 
tried and not found 
wanting. But there are yet other steps 
to be taken before the ideal of eco­ 
nomic unit is worked out. 
T here are 002,000 stockholders of 
railroads In the United States. A large 
proportion bf them depend on the earn­ 
ings of the carriers for a meager in­ 
come. 
Many 
of 
these 
stockholders 
have less than $1,000 a year income, 
and they are unable to earn more, be­ 
ing elderly persons or women. Tliou- 
sands of them are former employees of 
the railroads who depend upon their 
stock dividends to pay their rent and 
their grocery bills. 


Labor and Capital Are Partner*. 
The 
m anufactured 
output of 
the 
United States am ounts to $28.000.000,- 
000 in value per annum . This is three 
times the amount of the yearly output 
of the ranches, farms, orchards and 
gardens; it is a dozen times the output 
of the mines; it is larger than the com­ 
bined m anufactures of any two for­ 
eign nations. 
Labor received, as its 
share of the fruits of industry. wra^es 
am ounting almost to seven billion dol­ 
lars in tiie single year of 1914. Does 
not this prove that the interests of 
employees ore joint with those who 
employ them an 1 that a real partner­ 
ship exists? 
Today there tire over 100,000,000 peo­ 
ple in tlie land who must be fed, 
clothed, 
sheltered, 
kept 
warm 
and 
many of whom travel for health, pleas­ 
ure and business. The railway systems 
are in many places overtaxed in doing 
this w’ork. 
W h at will be the conditions when 
there 
are 
1 ."0,000.000 people to 
lie 
served? 
This m eans tin addition of at least 50 
per cent to the num ber of tons of 
freight moved one mile and the num ­ 
ber of passengers moved one mile. 
T here was a total mileage of 41,988 
in the hands of receivers in 1915, the 
fotal capitalization of which w’as $2,- 
201.000.000. In that year alone 20,143 
miles of road went Into the hands of re­ 


ceivers, and these roads had a total cap 
italization of $1,070,808,028. This com 
pares with 4,222 miles in 1914 with a 
total capitalization of $199,571,440, In 
receivers’ hands. This is not a healthy 
condition; it is a malady that affects 
directly and indirectly every one in the 
country. 
Railways do not belong to a few rich 
men or bankers. 
There are a t least 
1,500.000 ow’ners of the securities of 
American railways. There are 1.800.- 
000 men approximately employed in 
the railway service. 
The insurance 
companies have $1,500.000,000 invested 
in railway securities representing 30.- 
000,000 policy holders; savings banks 
have $800,000,000 invested in which 
hanks there are 11.000,000 depositors. 
From 1909 to 1913 the States enact 
ed 00,001 and congress enacted 2,013 
new* laws which Involved the eonsid 
eration of more than one-half million 
legislative propositions, or an annua! 
production of over 12,000 new laws 
to be assimilated 
by the business 
world.

Taxes are not alone the burden of the 
rteh. 
They Inevitably descend along 
the scale and are generally shared In 
some proportion by all. 
When exces­ 
sive burdens of taxation emphasize the 
competitive disadvantages of any com­ 
munity for any branch or class of busi­ 
ness that community will invariably 
suffer a decrease in the industrial de­ 
velopment and prosperity of all within 
its boundaries. 
In many sections of the country re 
ports show’ that industry Is often sub­ 
jected to continuous and unreasonable 
burdens of taxes in one form or an ­ 
other. This condition is due In part at 
least to a m istaken public attitude to 
ward Industrial operations or a preju 
diced, ignorant or indifferent opinion 
on the part of public officers and politi 
clans. 
The history of industrial com 
mun!tie8 where such burdens are im 
posed, however, is the best evidence of 
w hether such a policy pays anybody. 
Tw’o m anufacturers lu similar lines 
of business, one operating a plant in 
Massachusetts and the o tte r located iu 
Connecticut, were recently comparing 
notes. They discovered that for every 
$100 in taxes which the Connecticut 
plant pays per annum the Massachu 
setts plant was paying $1,000, or ten 
times as much. The answer to this sit­ 
uation is that Massachusetts has been 
falling behind in the percentage of 
growth as an industrial state compared 
with some of her neighboring commu­ 
nities where industry is not so often 
aimed at by burdensome, unnecessary 
and unreasonable law’s. 
The following open letter by J. W 
Powell, president of the Fore River 
(Mass.) Shipbuilding Corporation, ad 
dressed to the employees of th a t com 
pany In a re cut issue of their “famih 
magazine,” 7'he Fore River Log, pre­ 
sents in a lair wa.v the average busi 
ness man's view on excessive taxation 
of Industrial plants: 
“ W hat Is good for Fore River is good 
for Quincy, and what is good for Quin 
cy is good for l ore River. 
“The officers and employees of this 
company and their families make up 
more than a quarter of the population 
of the city. 
Their interests are tin 
same as the Interest o f Quincy and o' 
the Fore River Shipbuilding Corpora 
tion. 
“This company’s business is building 
ships, which bri.’ius us into compeli 
tion with companies buiiding ships in 
other States. Anything that Fore Rivei 
must do in this community that otbi*, 
shipbuilding companies do not have :«* 
do in their cities wiil, in the long run 
hurt us. 
“Today there are more ships to be 
built than there are yards to bull 
them. When tin* war is over there wil 
be more shipyards than 
there art 
ships to build. 
Then the yard that 
builds the cheapest will take the con­ 
tracts, and the yard whose costs an 
highest will discharge its men. 
“The other big shipyards do not pay 
big taxes. Some of them pay no taxes 
a t all. If you own a house and rent it 
you add your taxes into the rent. 
II 
you rent a house you pay the ta x es 
when you pay your rent, so the com 
pany m ust n.ld its taxes when it sells a 
ship. 
“Such an assessment and such taxes as 
have been levied against this company 
this year in Quincy, which is as much 
as the combined cost of its new hos­ 
pital and club, hurt It and will hurt 
you. If is not fair to increase this com­ 
pany's assessment 90 per cent and to 
increase its taxes nearly 50 per cent 
this year as against a year ago. 
“ You know that a great part of the 
company’s money spent in improve­ 
ments has been spent to make Fore 
River a better place to w’ork. There 
are still many departm ents needing 
new buildings, new washrooms, new 
locker roomsj and many other improye- 


ments to make lids yaid the kind of a 
yard you and wue both want it to be. 
“We expect to pay a fair tax, but 
will not pay an exorbitant one. This 
m atter is of interest t o y o u . 
Think it 
over.

Growing Plants 
The House 


Throughout ttie winter the house­ 


wife, if she cares to take the neces­ 


s a r y trouble, m ay have com pensa­ 


tion for the lack o f her outdoor g a r ­ 


den by growing various plants in required by 


window boxes or pots in the house. 
F o r the most part she will have to 
content herself with foliage, though 
she m ay be able to coax a few dow­ 
e rs to bloom. 
The following su g ­ 
gestions for preparations for the in­ 
d o o r garden and for earing for it 
la te r are made by specialists of the 


V . S. Department of Agriculture. 
If an indoor window box is decided 
upon, a good depth fo r it is about 
8 inches. 
The bottom of the hox 
should be covered with 
s t o n e s and 
broken pottery for drainage. 
This 
should be covered with a layer of 
m oss to prevent the soil from w ork­ 
ing down and clogging the drainage 
spaces. 
The drainage and moss! 
should take up together 
about 
2 
inches. 
The g re ater the body o f soil 
above the moss the more uniformly 
m oist it m ay he kept. *The soil should 
fail to fill the box hv from V / j to 
2 inches. 
The indoor window hox should he 


ivy, smilax, and aspidistra. The la t­ 
ter plant i- especially valuable a* a 
window box plant as it will thrive in 
spite of considerable neglect, drought 
an d dust. 
D i m t sunlight also is not 
this adaptable plant. 
An advantage in growing plant* 
in pot* in*tead of in boxe* i* thar a 
larger variety can he grown since 
different treatment may In* gi\en. 
In 
addition to the plant* already m en­ 
tioned for growing in window boxe*, 
palm*, rubber plant*, and cacti m ay 
he grown in pot*, 
ft i- advisable in 
growing* all the*e plant- to make u*e 
o f regular florists* potting -oil, made 
up of 1 part compost, 1 p art good 
loam, and I p a r t sand. 
It is well 
to add one-twentieth p a r t hone meal 
to the mixture. 
From time to time examinations 
should be given to see whether'UfF 
plants require repotting. 
This is 
done when the soil is moist by invert- 
ing the plants and tapping th * pot 
until it can be lifted off. 
If the s u r ­ 
f a ce o f the ball of earth is entirely 
covered with roots, the plant* should 
be placed in a larger pot, soil being 
firmed into the spaces.

In general it i- 
betfer to water lightly and frequently 
th an heavily and infrequently, a l ­ 
though just the reverse is consider­ 
ed be-t when watering i- done out of 
d oors in summer. 
Only plants of the same general 
c h a r a c te r should be placed in win­ 
dow boxes, since plant* of different 
kj.nds require 
different 
treatment. 
Begonias are about the only plant- 
th a t m ay be expected to flower in a 
window box. 
For the most part fol­ 
iage alone mu*t be depended upon as 
the contribution of the indoor plants 
to the attractiveness of the room.

Ewes in th in or poor condition 
sh ould receive from one-fourth to one- 
h alf pound of grain daily. Corn alone 
is not th e best grain ration. 
A ra­ 
tion of six parts corn, th ree parts 
wh eat bran, and one part linseed oil 
cake, by weigh t, h as proved very satis­ 
factory. 
A ration of corn, oats, and 
bran, equal parts by weigh t, cun also 
be recommended.

FEEDING ALFALFA TO SWINE 


Some Arrangement Ought to Be Made 
to Prevent Hogs From Dragging 
Hay Around Underfoot. 


In feeding alfalfa h ay to h ogs some 
arrangement must bo provided to pre- 
vent th em wasting tin* food by drag­ 
ging it around underfoot. A rack with 
ends boarded up solid and sides made 
with uprigh t two-by-fours far enough 
apart for tin* h og to pull th e h ay 
th rough will prevent waste. It sh ould 
be made ligh t enough so it can h e 
easily moved by h and to avoid h aving 
th e h ogs always eat at th e same 
place. 
Quite a broad bottom will be 
necessary or tin* rack will get tipped 
over too often for th e owner’s serenity 
of mind.
